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Regarding Those Windows 


LE ANDER keeps hammering away for clean 

show windows. If words were rocks he would 
have smashed every plumbing and heating window 
in the universe. But, adding a little water to the 
dirt, as you might say, here is some useful informa- 
tion. 

The inside of a glass front should be washed with 
tepid water, applied with a chamois, using no soap 
or powder of any kind. Dry with chamois and polish 
with cheesecloth. 

The outside needs different treatment. Get a mix- 
ture of one ounce of pulverized whiting, one ounce 
of grain alcohol, one ounce of liquid ammonia, and 
one pint of water. Apply this mixture with a soft 
cloth, after having removed the surface dirt. Let the 
mixture dry; then rub it off. 

Do these few simple things and your windows will 
be clean. And, what is more, the glass will shine 
brilliantly, and shine for a long time. 

Your show window is worth just what you make 
it worth. And the first step in making it worth any- 
thing is to keep it brilliantly clean,

Because You Live in a Small Town Does 
Not Argue That You Should Use Small 
Town Methods—These Men Applied Big 
City Practices in a Town Under 5000 


BIG city man—that is to say, a man who thought 
A he was big because he lived in a big city—once 

referred to a small town as a “hick place,”’ and 
foolishly said, ‘‘nobody ever did much by staying in a small 
town.” Foolish, was he? Gosh, he was downright igno- 
rant. Maybe he made his ignorant remarks to folks of the 
same cloth as himself. It’s a cinch that if he had made 
them to Bann & Fehlberg—well, they might have made 
him back water. 

And who are Bann & Fehlberg? They are partners in 
a plumbing, heating and sheet metal shop in Viroqua, 
Wisconsin. And where is Viroqua? Our big city man 
would have heard the name and then, of course, promptly 
labeled it a “hick place,” and let it go at that. But to be 
more accurate, and more fair, let us say that Viroqua, 
Wisconsin, is a small city—or town, if you prefer—in the 
heart of the dairying and tobacco region. Salesmen, who 
have no ax to grind, say that Viroqua is the best town in 
Wisconsin under 5,000 inhabitants. Bann & Fehlberg 
agree with them. 

You see, these two men don’t know what a “hick place” 
is because they have never used small-town methods in 
Viroqua. Long ago they realized that it wasn’t the town; 
it was Bann & Fehlberg. And so, learning this factor 
early, they began to use big-town methods in their busi- 
ness and let Viroqua take care of itself. Both ideas are 
sound ideas. You never do a town a favor by pulling 
small-town stuff just because the town happens to be small. 

The B. & F. combination does not boast of a big shop 
or a top-heavy business A town of less than 5,000 
wouldn’t permit that. But they do boast of a clean, effi- 
cient place, with a small, well arranged showroom, The 
volume of business done is enough to warrant continuous 
front page advertising in the local paper and a good sized, 
live mailing list. 

When the firm of Bann & Fehlberg was organized, the 
first move was to hire a bookkeeper. Perhaps that move 
would sound like extravagance. It would seem that a

bookkeeper was unnecessary in such a small place in such 
a small town. Not so with this firm. They honestly believe 
that a good bookkeeper should be on the ground floor 
from the beginning. This is especially true where a part- 
nership firm exists. Then there is no chance for a dis- 
agreement over money matters A monthly statement of 
expenditures and of profits saves time, worry and trouble 

As John Bann says: “I believe if all the boys (he means 
you) would do this, they would be very much surprised to 
see how and where money is spent every month. And no 
doubt they could see many ways of cutting down ex- 
penses.”’ Yes, indeed, a bookkeeper is a business necessity 
in a big city or in a small city. 

Bann & Fehlberg do not go in for competition business. 
You’ll admit this is unusual in a small town. They are 
building their foundation on Quality and Service sJecause 
of this policy they have installed plumbing or heating in 
large buildings, such as the Masonic Temple and Theatre, 
County Almshouse and Asylum, the largest church, ete. 
This work is in addition to many residential jobs. 

And, speaking of quality, this Viroqua firm claims 
that by showing a better grade of fixtures in their show- 
room and advertising the better grade through local 
papers, these better grade fixtures may be sold. And, to 
prove their claim, they very seldom sell a customer a sink 
without a drainboard; or anything but a pedestal lavatory, 
a base tub or a built-in tub. And the big city man said 
that ‘nobody ever did much by staying in a small town.” 

Two weeks ago “Domestic Engineering’’ published an 
article about a man who was doing things out in Topeka, 
Kansas. You may have read that story. It told how he 
recognized the buying power of women, and how he cashed 
in on this knowledge. Well, in the little town of Viroqua, 
Bann & Fehlberg are doing the same thing. They know 
that the lady of the house usually casts the deciding vote 
when it comes to bathroom or kitchen fixture And so 
these plumbers display the kind of fixtures women will 
buy.

HOTEL LOBBY 


IN A 


N a hotel job recently erected, the management very 
strongly objected to having any pipe work exposed 
through the lobby, which was very elaborately finished 


On this particular job the lobby occupied the front central 


portion of the main floor, as usual, and had a balcony 
above with a large opening immediately over the main 
portion of the lobby This baleony floor contained the 
ladies’ waiting room, the reading rooms, rest rooms, ete. 
Just above the balcony floor was a small manager's office 
The light court being immediately above this office. Just

The Apprenticeship 
Problem Stays 
With Us 


A Review of a Report Submitted 
to the Massachusetts State 


Association of Master Plumbers 


By James S. Cassedy 


Hk apprenticeship problem is one which is hard to 

solve, and for that reason it is ever a live problen 

Whenever and wherever leader in the plumbing 
and heating industries meet, they talk apprenticeship It 
takes a great deal of talk to stir men to action And 


Without proper action the number of journeymen will grow 
less, because the number of apprentices dor not increase 
fast enough. 

James S. Cassedy, former president of the Massachu 
setts and the National Association of Master Plumber 
and now a member of the Board of Education of Cam 
bridge, Mass., on behalf of the apprentice hip committee 
tackled the problem in a report to the Massachusett 
State Association, at its convention, held recently in Boston 

Mr. Cassedy began by pointing to the great shortage of 
journeymen, first noticeable during the wart and which 
was then felt to be only temporary But we now know 
and have known for two years that the shortage is chronic 


The matter was first brought te 


National Association of Master Plumber it New Orlean 
in 1921 At that time a committee wa 
with the National Trade Extension Bureau and $5,000 
were appropriated for the expenses of an investigation. Re 
ports were made to the national convention, in Detroit 
last June, and another sum of $5,000 was appropriated to 
continue the work. 

“In addition to the investigation bove referred to,’ 


said Mr. Cassedy, “similar work is being done by many 


of the state and local associations through local commi 
tees. Your committee has had the benefit of the great 
amount of data collected by these various bodie 

“Most of the reports which have been studied by the 
committee, recommend that some method of part-time 
s;chool work should be carried on in connection with part 
time shop work While this plan, perhaps, should be con 
idered as ideal and should be the ultimate aim of our 
organization, vour committee has endeavored to find some 
way by which more immediate results might be obtained 

“Obviously, there can be but one sure way That is 
through what might be termed a helper’s system or an 
apprenticeship systen Some difference of opinion will 
be found as to the relative value in our trade of helper 
and apprentices Kor the purpose of this discussion, 
however, it may be assumed that the same thing is in

STEEL 


AND TRON 


New York City, April 30 Because ome buying in 
steel products has eased off during the past week and 
because some of the pressure on production has been 
relieved, careless or undereurrent observers of tendencie 
have jumped to the conclusion that the peak has been 
passed in the steel industry and that a recession has slowly 


commenced 


But, as a matter of facet, these signs actually indicat 
steadiness of a permanent character and. give teel men 
grounds for great confidence in the future The buying 
that has dropped off has been the speculative buyin: 
solely, according to independent steel executive and it 
has dropped off for the simple reason that steel price 
have become stabilized at new levels within the last few 
days and will likely remain at these levels for a long time 

With this condition facing them the speculators in steel 
commodities are unable to do busine and have had to 
step aside for legitimate buying for specific contracts and 
real projects. Tonnage requirements for work that. i 
under way in many lines of endeavor are very large and 
coming steadily into the mills, now that the peculative 
element is forced out by stabilization of price The result 
is that all mills in the Pittsburgh, Wheeling and Young 
town and near-by districts are sold through the third 
quarter and many of them well into the fourth In some 
lines these mills are sold up for the remainder of the veat 
and are quoting on deliveries for the first quarter of 1924 

These signs encourage steel makers to believe that good 
operations are now definitely assured for the balance of 
the vear and that the prospects for the beginning of next 
vear are most favorable The disposition in the Pitt 
burgh district is to disregard entirely the pessimistic vie 
of the speculative and buying clement Confidence in the 
future is increasing and a generally more assuring tone i 
coming into the market

Steel jobbers at Chicago and Detroit have advanced 
prices of sheets. At Chicago blue annpaled sheets and black 
sheets went up $4 a ton and galvanized sheets $5 a ton 
The advance at Detroit amounted to $3 in black and gal

Strange to say, it passed unnoticed; at any rate, no sub 
equent speaker referred to it 

They'll get round to it one of these days,” said Fred 
Brutschy, an executive in the MeMillan organization. ‘It’s 
xoing to be a mighty big question, and the longer it’s left 
alone the more serious it will grow This is the day of 
large building construction projects and some of the con 
truction firms carry a plumbing and electrical material 
department on the side In this way they manage t 
et inclusive contracts from the architect on the plea 
hat it simplifies his work, whereas the contrary is the 
case 

‘When a plumbing contractor gets a contract for in 
tallation work only, he takes no responsibility for the 


material that is delivered to him The general contractor 


is taken the commission and he takes the responsibility 
vith it Obviously, if the architect wishes to have his 
ponsibilities clearly defined, he places them on_ the 
houlders which are most accustomed to the load He 
vould be well advised to have each sub-contract let as a 
init, ineluding both material and installation Of all 
the persons concerned, the plumbing contractor is surely 
the best able to buy the plumbing material he is to uss 
What man would buy a set of false teeth from a dental 
manufactory and then take them to a dentist to be in 
talled? 
From the general contractor's viewpoint, it is merely 
a question of getting a commission on the plumbing 
material he buys, and he is getting the architect ‘sold 
to this division of responsibility more and more, esp: 
cially in the case of large building projects It is up to 
the architect to realize that the responsibility for the 
material should be left in each case to the sub-contracto! 
vho is responsible for the installations 
The question should be taken up seriously by the 
master plumbers’ associations with the corresponding 


organization of the architects and possibly with the gen 
eral contractors If a well-considered, dignified protest 
were sent along to these two organizations it would 
discussed by them and might lead to favorable action 
being taken Under the present system of doing nothing 
we are getting nowhere, and the situation is growi: 
worse all the time The subject should be brought uj 
at an early association meeting, as it is of great importa!
